Particularly one is affixed to pleaſe, if no be 
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News wanting, andyou be the firſt that relates a: 
confiderable Marriage, the birth of a Prince; the 
gaining of a Battle, or the taking of a me Men 
are generally pleaſed ar the recital of Regulations 
which relate to the Peoples welfare, or the begu- 
' tifying of Towns, and Fortifying of places. - Add 
that'we hearker with pleaſure ro.one who comes 
from Court, if. the deſcribes a Magnificent-En' 
tertainment, ora; Faſhion that is -not 'a$ yet 
known in Town.. Yer thoſe recitals muſt; not 
be long, the particulars muſt only be-coucht-on, 
wherein the chief of the Company may be con:

Porante, I grant you that nothing is more-rrou- 
bleſom than theſe doleful Relations ; burwwhen-a 
Manis about making them,you will not, ] ſappoſe, 
adviſehim®o ſpeak tecetioufly of them. Not thar 
I think ic always neceſfary to accommodate ones 
Words and Countenance to the Matter treated of. 
On the contrary, - a Man cannot maze cafily raiſe 
a'fit of Laughter, than in relating ſome pleaſarie 
pallage with” a cold and ſerious air. There's 
likewiſe a certain turn of Language which re- 
quires one to ſpeak highly. big of mean things, 
and -to give a plain and ſimple relation of great 
and noble Subjects, You may ealily perceive the 
Reaſon, for theſe latter bear up themſelves, 'and- 
others have need of props. I ſuppoſe this is 
enough for this bout, having given you theſe 
general Advices, whereunto I may add.; that in 
all ſorts of Entertainments, you muſt be ſure to 
avoid whatever may favour of Formality and 
AﬀeQation. . |

A man 
becomes not a Painter, but by ufing. the Pencil, 
how great a Judge ſoever he may be of good. Pie- 
&&s; and therefore I will not give you any Max- 
ims far the world. unleſs you: intend to fee it. 
- Theſe inftruCtions will: be fruitleſs to a Solitary , 
he. can.never- acquire-the facility of ufing them. 
The beſt Precepts and -choiceſt Morals will ne- 
ver take from him the-perplext countenente which 
he brings from his Deſarr.. We can never take 
off that dull and melancholly air of his Cell. Bur 
en the contrary, we may ſay, that advice gives 
eat Aiſiſtance to perſons that take care to- pra- 
wiſe it. An hours reading is more profitable to 
theſe, than a whole year can be. to contempla- 
tive perſons who keep always: in* their Studies, 
A Man muſt praQtice immediately as ſoon as he 
is furniſh'd, with good Rules; and it is uſeful 
for a Manever and anon to examine theſe Pre- 
cepts, when he-enters into Company. This Pre- 
caution makes known the faults wherein one 
may fall.; and there are ſome of ſuch a nature. 
as to make a Man ridiculous for his whole life 
_ the fuſt time he commits them.. So that 
il n cannot be too much cautioned againſt

lirtle diſtance as'to fay ; Jo remember, Sir, what 
befell us when we” ſet out for Lyons ;, whereas 
they ſhould have mentioned only the Lord's name, 
and barely ave faid; ' When my Lord Duke d'Ei- 
firee went 1Rome; and as tothe ſecond exprel; 
fion, When your Lordſhip parted. 
©} do not tell* you that there. are-an infinite 
mamber'of other Rules to be followed by a Mar 
that ' would appear? like 'a Gentlemann. Yon - 
know that we-tmuſt not only give the right hand 
and the wall to perſons of Quality,” but likewife 
yield them generally whatever ſeems moſt com:

I might moreover inſert ſome one of theſe pre- 
cepts in our Entertainments :.Should I co

yours, you know, without-doubt, that.it is to uſe 
too. much familarity, to-enter with your Coach 
or Chair into the Court of his houſe. Civility 
requires we come out of them to enter on foor, 
eſs the Porter, by his Maſter's order, opens 
the-great Gate, and entreats you to enter more 
,commodioufly. If you be notknown, and your 
name be ask'd, you are only barely to mention it, 
withour adding thereto your Title of Marqueſs, 
or Sir Fobr.. You likewile are not to be taught, 
that when we find - the Chamber door faſtned; 
it's nat civil to knock loudly with-your ſtick, but 
rather ſoftly with your knuckles, or ROY 
the door. 'This faſhion came from the' doors of 
the Love, and is now: gotten to; thoſe of the 
Miniſters and Grandees of theCourt,-and' I doubt 
not but it will get by degrees to all Houſes where 
there is any. Quality, / But when a Man firſt pre: 
Tents himſelf, commonly he whoſe office-is to in-

we heſitate in ſearching them. 


There are Authors, who find it advantageous 
to make a relation of a Perfon known by the de- 
fe we reprehend : as of a covetous Man known 
by his Coyerouſheſs. I acknowledge, that thoſe 
who hearken have more pleaſure, when we cite 
a-Perſon of their acquaintance, becauſe they re- 
preſent him ſuch as he is ; but I ſhould always 
chuſe to be leſs diverting, and more civil, and 
deny my lf and others that pleaſtire, than ro 
difoblige any one. So that it is better to inyent 
names for the Perſons who are to be concerned 
in a Recital, and even to lay the Scene of the ad-- 
venture in another Town, than where we dwell. 

Dorante co#/d not continue his Diſcourſe : One 
cams to ſpeak with Eraſtus, 'and told him that a 
young Siſter of Cleonice was juſt arrroed.

Of the Converſation of Ladies, and how far the 
Complaiſance we may have for them will permit 
, #s 10 flatter them. 
T NO0rane and Li/ider had no ſooner ſupt, but 
” the firſt began the diſcourſe in this manner, 
We cannot be excuſed from going to morrow to 
Ergftius ; but althqugh I uſe treedom with | him, 
yet we will diſcourſe to night of certain polith'd 
and reſp2Atul manners with which it is fit to 
appear before Ladies. You know, without doubt, 
that nothing makes a young Gentleman ſo much 
valued, as the approbation of a Lady of merit, 
and that nothing moxe hinders Perſons of your 
Age from falling into irregularities, than the vi- 
fiting Perſons whoſe ſentiments incline ordina- 
rily to Virtue. In the mean time, ſpeak we of 
the precautions it is neceſſary you be furniſh'd 
with for this viſit ;- and ler me begin by an ad- 
vice which perhaps you little expe, which is 
en the manner of making an honour. You are 
perfwaded, without doubt , That your Dan- 
i” ha «tf cing 


al things, nor to favour Vice inany occaſion what- 
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cing Maſter has omitted nothing he ought to cell 
ou hereupon; and I am likewiſe willing to be- 
jeve you ſalute with a better Grace than he that. 
taught you to falute. I know that moft Maſters 
are too formal in theſe matters; They bow down, 


and raiſe themſelves up by rule only. Eyery thing 


is ſtarch'd in'them, all favours of Art, and ſcarce- 
ly have they ended their Reverence, but they * 
ſeem to promiſe the beginning of a Courant or 
Minuet, Perſons of Quality. on the contrary, 
ſalute with a better Air, and in a more: natura 
manner, If you feel {till any kind of conſtraint, 


' you muſt get rid of it as ſoon as you can; and 


give to your countenance and attion all requiſite 
liberty. Remember then, if you pleaſe, That 
we muſt always endeavour to do with a 
good grace what may draw the firſt reſpetts of 
Perfons we addreſs our ſetves to. Nothing at 
terwards renders us more agreeable than Com- 
plaiſance: Ir is this which nuakes up the Charms 
of Society ; without it we muſt neither expe& 
friendſhip among Men, nor'a diverting Conver- 


ſation in Company, nor any part at. play, or in 


a walk, or any other diverſion. But when I ſay 
we muſt be complaiſant, I do not mean, That 
baſe and ſervile Complaiſance which Zuvenat 
attributes to certain Greeks of his time, who 
made their Court at Rowe. It muſt be acknow- 
ledg'd, fays he, that this Nation is very comical. 
Do you fay'it is hot, they wipe the Sweat off 
their Forehead. Do you complain it is cold; they 


_ call for their turr'd Gown. There are then ſeve- 


ral complaiſances which one'muſt not have. Ir 
is not lawful to betray our fntiments in eſſenti- 


EVer. 
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eves. One 'may ſhew the reſpe& we have for 
great Perſons and Ladies, - but we muſt never ſhew 
them 2 Complaiſance which may be prejudicial 
to. them. They will'no. ſooner perceive it, but 
they will hate and deſpiſe us. | 

| Lifidor. 1 conceive that Complaiſance is: good 
in a thouſand parriculars, and that no Converſa- 
tion could be kept up long without it. However 
I know not whether Converſation would not 
dye, if Complaiſance reigned tco abſolutely in 
a Company, and eyery body will'd the ſame 
thing; whereas it becomes lively and inſtruQtve, 
as ſoon as an ingenious debate encourages us to 
maintain' different opinions. © So that I would 
willingly know in what bounds one may include 
a. commendable Complailance, imagining that 
It conſiſts in'a Medium, between two vitious ex+ 
treams, like other Virtues. 

Dorante. We may without fear of being blam'd, 
prefer, through Complaiſance, one pleaſure- to 
another, as play before walking, and of Plays 
the choice of that which 1hall beſt pleaſe the 
Perſon for whom we have a deference. How- 
. ever our Complaiſance muſt not- turn to our no- 
table prejudice, nor be prejudicial to Perſons for 
whom ws muſt not have ſo much Complaiſance, 
as to-play at a play which a Perſon of great 
Quality may like, without any Skill in it, - ſee- 
ing our Complaiſance might be ſuſpeQed of In- 
tereſt. It will be generous, if we know not ſo 
well the Game as the Perſon of Quality who en- 


' , pages us to play z; however we muſt never ex- 


poſe our ſelves to the undergoing a loſs, which 
may incommode us ; for this lat -omplajſance 
will be liable to be ridiculed. © bn 
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The beſt effe&t 6f Corptoiiore is to make us 
endure the weakneſs of a Friend, and not to yield 
to Anger when he is diſordered by it. Far from 
provoking him, by earneſtly withſtanding what 
he defires, we ſhould immediately ſeem to yield 
to him. and oppoſe only Sentiments full of Sweet: 
neſs to the violence of his Paſhon. But there are 
ſeveral Complaiſances which I can never approve 
of : We may obſerve one, which may be called 
Univerſal, which makes Men ſay, Jes, to all 
ſorts of things, withour diſtinCtion ; and this 
appears to me to be ſuch a ſorry Humour, that I 
ſhould like better to be ſharply conteſted with. 
I find no leſs. incommodious that which the 
Citizens have'one for another. It is ordinarily 
attended with long Compliments, and never-en- 
ding Ceremonies. 
' Lifidor. The Complaiſances you mention, may 
diſpleaſe z but they deceive no body ; whereas . 
thoſe of the Court ſefve commonly only to make 
one take falſe Meaſures. A great Lord promiſes 
all, and a quarter of an hour after, he does not 
ſo much as remember that he made any Pro- 
miſe. So that all we get by theſe fair words, is 
the vexation. of renouncing the Hopes we were 
made to concelve. > : 
Dorante. The Gomplaiſance which one has 
for Back-biters 1s yet more pernicious ; for this is 
a facrificing thoſe who are abſent, and the up- 
holding a Vice which all generous Perſons deteſt. 
I find this Complaiſance ſo mean, 10 criminal, 
that I think it needleſs to fay any thing more a- 
gainlt it , being perſwaded you can never be ca- 
pable of falling into it. Let us rather return to 
the SubjeCt which has caft us on this matter, _ 
| et 
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let us ſay, That the Complaiſance which we 
ought to have for Ladies has Bounds large e- 
nough. You know that Men are weak, bur - 
with reſpeCt which we owe- to Women : we . 
may fay they are yet weakgr, and more credulous 
than we. As they are ordinarily prepoſſefs'd with 
a good Opinion of themſelves, 1d they, like 
thoſe who flatter this Self-love, and cannot bear 
with any body that ſhall diſabuſe them. A ſolid 
Friend who ſhould undertake to open their Eyes, 
©. will ſoon be caſt off for a Friend); and I have | 
found it more than once, That they put a fin- 
cere Perſon on very vexatious Trials. Not that 
I would be fo ſcrupulous to contradict them in 
matters of ſmall moment. On the contrary, I 
would give to the Defeats which they mighr 
have, the Names of the Virtues which come 
neareſt them : I would call Covetouſneſs, Fruga- 
lity : I would commend in a lean Lady the li- 
berty of her Shape ; and I would endeavour td 
commend the ample Corpulency of Madam Bow- 
ville (a great fat Woman in Scarron's Comical Ro- 
mance ) by ſaying ſhe was in good plight. Some- 
times one muſt declare himſelf ſmitten with the 
golden Colovr of Red, otherwhiles with the 
Brown, and Black, all being to be commended, 
according to the Companies wherein a Man ſhall 
find himſelf: If it be permitted to have this flat- 
tering Complaiſance for Ladies, you Judge you 
muſt not fail to praiſe, when with them, the 
Precept of never ſpeaking of a Defett before 
Perſons who may have the like.

Alexander, who in the mean time paſt his Melan- 
choly hours in the Garden of the Seraglio, where 
he had the priviledge to walk, - being a retired and 
very pleaſant place, arid that wherein he took 
great delight. Bur alas, how different were theſe 
days from thoſe at Rome ! the Italians are natural- 
ly apt,to be Melancholy, and this Solitude made.
